SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.—A de- 
mand that Mrs, Ying Kao, wife of 
the Chinese vice-consul in San Fran- 
cisco, be tried under Chinese law in 
China and put to death if convicted 
for her alleged part in bringing a 
large consignment of opium to this 
country, was made here last night by 
the executive committee of the Kuo- 
mintang of America, 

It was explained that the National- 
ist government had enacted stringent 
laws against trafficking in opium in 
China, and that such laws provided 
the death penalty in case of their 
violation by persons connected with 
the government. 

Ying Kao, upon the advice of 
friends, terminated his connection 
with the consulate, Neither Mrs. Kao 
nor her husband have been placed un- 
der arrest,

Sailor on L-12 Relates 
Graphic Tale of Latest 
British Naval Fatality

MILFORD HAVEN, July 10—A sub- 
marine survivor told me a graphic 
story of yesterday's smash. I withhold 
his name until after the offical in- 
quiry. 

“I myself was down below on L-12, 
This ship was on the surface. Sud- 
denly we felt a crash and there was a 
terrible bang. We have orders what 
to do in such circumstances, and they 
were obeyed. Every man stood to his 
post with one exception, of which you 
may learn “at the official inquiry. 

“The fact is one man jumped and 
Thete were some 
ten on the bridge who got washed off, 
We went down when we hit the H-47, 
because we hit her amidships, and 
somehow or other, we got entangled, 
When we got down, I thought we 
would never come up again. Some of 
our acids were upset, and our fellow# 
were affected by the gas. I hope I 
never go through such an experience 
again, 

“Fortunately we had ‘the water- 
tight doors all closed, I don’t know 
how long we were down, and God only 
knows how we managed to get her up 
again. It seemed hours to us, but it 
could only have been a matter of min- 
utes—perhaps only ten,” 

“One man of our crew was drowned 
and two are missing. Their names 
are Wheeler, Ball and Sampson. They 
were all on the bridge. 

Marvellous Rescue 


“A most marvellous thing was that 
we found a man called Hicks belong- 
ing to H-47. He was on our bridge 
when we came up. He jumped from 
H-47 and got hold of our handrail, 


went down with us, and came up 
again. We were al liaken aboard the 
Alecto. The explanation of the col-

“The H flotilla was a long way in 
front of L flotilla, but for some reason

YORK BISHOP 
STANDS FIRM 


Fearlessly Faces Church 
Disestablishment on the 
Prayer Book Question

LONDON, July 10.—The prospect of 
the dis-establishment of the Church 
of England was fearlessly faced by 
the Archbishop of York, Most Rev. 
Dr. Wm. Temple, when the bishops 
end clergy of both the ancient eccles- 
{astical provinces of Canterbury and 
York assembled today to debate the 
new position caused by rejection of 
the revised Book of Common Prayer 
by the House of Commons. In a sense 
the clergy, who constitute the lower 
house of both conyocations, do not 
materially enter into the discussions, 
inasmuch as nowadays they merely 
constitute the house of clergy, which 
is attached to the church assembly, 
the administrative body of che Angli- 
ean Church, 

The chief interést attaching to to- 
day's debate, which will continue une 
til Priday, lies in the resolution spon- 
sored by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Most Rev, Cosmo Gordon Lang, 
as follows: 

“That during the present emergency, 
and having regard to the fact that 
the convocations of Canterbury and 
York gave their consent to proposals 
for deviation from the prayer book of 
1662 as set forth in the prayer book of 
1928 and to the fact that the Church 
National Assembly voted for national 
approval of these proposals, the bish- 
ops cannot regard as inconsistent with 
loyalty to the principles of the Church 
of England the use of such additions 
or deviations as fall within the limits 
of these proposals, Accordingly, the 
bishops, in exercising their legal or 
administrative jurisdiction, will be 
governed by the proposals set forth in 
the book of 1928 and will try to se- 
cure that practices consistent neither 
with the book of 1662 nor with that of 
1928 shall cease.” 


DIVORCE ALL WRONG

N.D. JACKSON, 
OLD TIMER OF 
CITY, PASSES 


Was Secretary of Associa- 
tion—Long Resident 
Here 


Norman Davidson Jackson, Edmon- 
ton old-timer and secretary of the 
Northedn Alberta Old-Timers' Asso- 
ciation, of which organization he was 
one of the most prominent members, 
died at the Misericordia hospital Tues- 
day at noon following a lingering ill- 
neas, 

Old-timers, friends and business as- 
sociates today are mourning his los 
Mr, Jackson being of sterling charac- 
ter and with a host of friends, 

Mr. Jackson was born in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, on Mareh 30, 1870, He re- 
ceived his educational training at the 
George Watson college, where she was 
graduated in 1886, He then entered 
the offices of John Swan and Sons, 
livestock agents, and remained there 
for three years. 

Arrived Here in 1889 

Answering the call of Canada, on 
December 9, 1889 he arrived at Red 
Deer, Alta., travelling overland for a 
great distance by stage coach. 

Ranching took up his time for chree 
y rs. He c ne to Edmonton in 1892 
where he was engaged as.accountant 
with Marlaggi and De Roux, remain- 
ing in this position until 1898, when 
he became interested in the hotel busi- 
ness, this becoming his permannt oc- 
cupation, 

He managed the Royal hotel at Cal- 
gary for James E. Reilly, another Ed- 
monton old-timer, and in the follow- 
ing year rented the hotel for five 
years and at the same time took over 
the management of the Queens and 
Dominion hotels 

Bought Hetel 

In 1903 he bought the Alberta hotel, 
selling it in 1916 when he retired from 
active business life, 

Mr, Jackson was. married in 1892, 
to Miss Annie Graham, of Grassmere 
Cumberland. England. Two children 
were born, Thomas Stanley and a 
daughter, Norma, 


Mr, Jackson was a member of the 
Masonic fraternity and was a Pres- 
byterian 


Funeral announcements have not 
heen made yet, but it is expected that 
burial will be held Friday. 


EDMONTON HAS 
73,000 PEOPLE 
IS ESTIMATED 


City Assessor and Staff 
Busy Finishing Up 
Census 


Edmonton's present 
about 73,000, according to ynofficial 
estimates which emanated from the 
city hall Wednesday. Census takers 
in the department of Thomas Walker, 
city assessor and tax collector, are 
busy now finishing up the census roll, 
and it was stated Wednesday that the 
official figure would be announced 
Thursday or Friday, 

For several weeks the census takers 
have been busy making a check and 
re-check of the city, and while it is 
impossible at present to give the exact 
total, one official stated Wednesday 
that it would be safe to say that the 
present population sho’vs an increase 
ot 3,000 over last year. 

Last year's population was 69,744, 
an increase of something under 3,000 
over 1927, It is expected that this 
year’s increase will exceed 3,000 per- 
sons, S80 the 1929 population of the city 
probably is in the neighborhood of 
73,000. 

Calgary is claiming a population of 
85,000, but local officials point out 
that this is purely a guess,

Gypsy women chattered, Gypsy men 
talked and Gypsy babies cried lustily | 
in the city police court Wednesday | 
morning when Magistrate George B. |

the Gypsy encampment in North Ed- 
monton Tuesday night got under way. 
The occasion was the hearing of an 
assault charge against Joe Mitchell,

Damages of $2,000 was awarded 
David Dowser, salesman employed by 
the Dunlop Tire and Rubber Company 
Lid, against the Canadian National 
Railways by Mr, Justice Ford, which 
decision was handed down today 

The action arose as a result of an 
accident which occurred at Meeting 
Creek on July 12, 1928, At that time 
Dowser was motoring through the 

rovince on @ selling tour. He drove 
nis car down the main street at Meet- 
ing Creek and was attempting to cross 
the O.N.R. tracks when a freight 
train, without warning. suddenly 
backed into him, smashing his car and 
inflicting severe injurles to his leg 

In his judgment, Mr, Justice Ford 
finds the raflway company guilty of

The plaintiff in his original action 
sued for $6,000 genera) damages and 
$1,962 62 special damages, Mr, Jus-

GAS PIPEWAS 
LEFT EXPOSED 
SAYS COMPANY 


Repairs in Future Will be 
Made at Night to Main- 
tai , Service 


Successful completion of the lower- 
ing of a portion on the main gas pipe 
line, uncovered by government road 
grading operations, without interrup- 
tion of service to the city was an- 
nounced by Julian Garrett, general 
manager of the Northwestern Utilities 
Company, Wednesday 

In the grading operations the pipe 
line was uncovered at five points and 
when attempting to lower the pipe line 
at the first of these a week ago, the 
gas service was interrupted, Accord- 
ingly it was decided to carry out the 
repairs between 12 midnight and one 
p.m when the load is at its minimum 
During the day Tuesday the gas prez- 
sure in the city system was raised ta 
provide a surplus and preparations 
were made for lowering the portion 
of the pipe uncovered At .12:30 gas 
was shut off at Edmonton and at a 
point one and a half miles beyonc 
where the lowering was taking place, 
and this portion of the main “bled.” 

Though it proved a ticklish job, the 
lowering operations were completed 
without any interruption of gas service 
to the city, the pressure charts re- 
vealed, Mr. Garrett stated Three 
more portions of the main require to 
be lowered and this work will be car- 
ried on in @ simialr manner, Mr, Gar- 
rett said 

A complete report on the gas break- 
down of last Wednesday was re-sived 
by Mayor A, U. G. Bury Wednesday 
In replying to the mayor's specific 
questions Mr. Garrett Stated that it 
never was the intention of the gas 
company to install automatic valves 
at any place in the line except at 'To- 
field and Holden but manual valves 
are installed about every ten miles.
